THE VENEZUELAN SITUATION 
It U not at all probable that the 


little war cloud now hanging over the 
South American republic, will amount 
to anything more than tho disturbance 
already created. 


Tne management of public affairs 


•under the administration of Pro si 
dent Castro, has been anything but 
satisfactory and the general business 
of the republic has been so loosely 
conducted that It has been' a source 
of annoyance to every nation Inter- 
ested. 


Credit has been sacrificed, contracts 


repudiated and honor dlsregraded, un- 
til bankruptcy threatened, with no re- 
lief In sight. 


Germany has a claim at $5,000,000 


and others of lesser amount, money 
furnished by private citizens, and In- 
vested In a government railroad, on 
•which no Interest has been paid, and 
no attention given to the obligation. 


France. Italy and -other 
nations 


have claims of a similar nature, and 
as soon as Germany undertook to se- 
cure her claims, other creditors were 
on hand with a similar mission. 


So much Jealousy exists 
between 


the great powers, that Germany was 
at once accused of a desire to acquire 
territory and a permanent foothold 
In Venezuela. 


The right of public domain Is re- 


garded as a sacred right, and while 
the little South American republics 
are weak, and unable to defend them- 
selves as Independent nations, they 
enjoy the protecting wing of the Uni- 
ted States government.1- 


This 
protection. 
Is 
vouchsafed 


through the wise • provision of 
the 


Monroe 
doctrine, and this doctrine 


never commanded more 
wholesome 


respect than It does today, and all be- 
cause of the advanced position oc- 
cupied by the American government. 


Some 
Interesting. 
facts 
were 


•brought out a year ago through some 
correspondence between tho German 
ambassador and the state department. 
In discussing tho Venezuelan ques- 
tion and the German claims at that 
time the ambassador said: 


"It was desired that It should be 


explicitly understood that,' whatever 
steps! might be taken by his coun- 
try, there was no desire'to encroach 
on or Interfere with tho Monroe doc- 
trine. 
This explanation, ho 
added. 
\ he thought was due to the 
United 


; States, as the only purpose of his gov- 
[ ernment was to assist Its people In 
• collecting debts due him." 


In evidence of his sincerity,' and 


' to show that Germany fully under- 


stood the provisions of tho Monroo 
doctrine he quoted from the first an- 
nual message cf President Roosevelt 
as follows: 
: 


"The Monroe doctrine Is a declara- 


tion that there must be no territor- 
ial aggrandizement by any non-Ameri- 
can power at tho expense of 
any 


American power on - American soil. 


. 
H Is In no wise Intended as hostile 
to any nation In the old world. Still 
less Is It Intended to give cover to 
any aggression by one new -world, pow- 
er at the expense of any other. 
is simply a step, and a long step, to- 
ward assuring the universal peace of 
the world by., securing the posslblll- 


' ty of permanent peace on this hernl' 


sphere. 


"During the last century other In- 


fluences have established the perma- 
•nenco and the Independence of the 
smaller state of- Europe. 
Through 


the Monroe doctrine we hope to be 
able to safeguard like Independence 
and secure like permanence for the 
lesser among the new world nations. 


"The doctrine has nothing to do 


•with the commercial relations of any 


small shippers are placed at disad- 
vantage, and frequently required to 
retire from business.

Wisconsin papers are Just now en- 


gaged in a discussion over the right 
of railroads to concessions In 
what 


is known as commodity rates. There 
are spme papers as well as a class 
of Individuals who repose as reform- 
ers, whose hobby Is to light railroads 
and corporations. 


To the distorted vision of this class 


of thinkers, railroads are responsible 
for trusts and combines, and for most 
of the evils to which tho business 
•world is subjected. 


The Milwaukee Sentinel is engaged 


in an argument with the 
Oshkosh 


Northwestern over tho ' proposition. 
The latter takes tho ground 
that 


commodity rates are unfair, and that 


economics 
knows that railway freight lines can 
not compete on equal terms with wa 
tor transportation. 
If a flat rate 


Is made for all classes of freight In 
Wisconsin the "Soo" mills will bo 
able to deliver their product at Chi- 
cago below the cost of tho Wisconsin 
product. 
Theoretically it mny bo 


proper for tho Wisconsin mills 
to 


compete on unequal terms with their 
rivals that aro more favorably situa- 
ted, but no practical man will expect 
them to continue to do business per- 
manently under such conditions. 


"It will not serve the Northwest- 


em's purpose to assert that tho pap- 
er mills aro In trust and that, there- 
fore, they aro entitled to no consid- 
eration. 
The point Is that they arc 


now located In AVlsconsln, are doing 
business in tho state, are emplyolng 
Wisconsin labor, and their employes 
aro furnishing a market for Wlscon 
sin products. 
Tho communities built 


up by the paper Industry ;n this 
stato have been profitable customers 
of the railroads and It Is because of 
that fact that tho transportation com 
panics have been desirous of foster- 
Ing their growth. 
They have 


compllshed this by granting a com- 
modity rate to the manufacturers. 


"Tho particular caso cited Is only 


one of many that could be enumerat- 
ed. 
There aro manufacturing enter- 


prises nil over Wisconsin that depend 
upon the commodity ra^te for a-chance 
to continue business. 
Without that 


concession they would be unable to 
put their products.on the market In 
competition with rivals more favor- 
ably situated. 
A largo number of 


these concerns are required to lay 
down their products In Chicago, tho 
distributing point for the West ani 
the second city on the continent, at 
prices fixed by Chicago manufactur- 
ers. 
If they cannot do this they 


must go out of business."

sons or to*things, but It cannot be 
news If It has been treated of before. 
if no new light Is thrown upon the 
.subject of if mere discussion and 
opinion,are made to. tako the place 
of facts. 


Something Is happening to some- 


body or something all of tho 
time, 


and In. the degree that these somebod- 
ies and somethings are known to oth- 
ers the narration of these happenings 
becomes news of.interest 
Under 
this definition it will be seen that 
news must relate to persons 
and 
things that are known as well as ap- 
peal to the reader throng- acquaint- 
ance. Interest or humanity. 
, . 


If follows, of course, that a great 
deal of the matter which appears in 
the newspapers is not news. 
This 


Is true, and it is .true also that no- 
body pretends it is'news.

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CURRENCY BILL 


IS INTRODUCED 


ON THE UNIMPAIRED CAPITAL 


Must Deposit Guaranty of 5 Per Cent 


With the United States Treasurer— 
Small Circulation Tax 
Is to Be 


Levied for Protection. 


Washington, Dec. 18.—Representa- 


tive Fowler, chairman of the House 
committee on banking and "currency, 
introduced a bill which was drawn by 
him In accordance with Uie views of 
the Republican members expressed at 
recent conferences, and which will ba 


• urged Instead of the currency bill re- 


ported to the House at the last ses- 
sion. The bill provides: 


"That any national bank may, with 


the approval of the comptroller of the 
currency, take out for Issue and cir- 
culation an amount of national bank 
notes not exceeding 25 per cent of Its 
paid up and unimpaired capital, with- 
out depositing United States bonds 
•with the United States treasurer In 
the manner provided by existing law. 


"That said national bank notes shall 


bo furnished by the United States at 
the expense of the respective banks 
Issuing them, and shall be In tho de- 
nominations of *10 
and 
multiples 


thereof. 


Banks to Give Guaranty. 


"That before any national 
bank 


shall receive any of the bank notes 
referred to in this act It shall first 
deposit in the trcasury of tho United 
States as a guaranty of tho payment 
thereof an amount of United States 
bonds or gold coin, or both, equal to 
6 per cent of the amount of the notes 
so taken out, and such deposit shall bo 
counted as a part of the lawful 
re- 


serve of eald bank against said notes. 
The interest upon said bonds shall 
be paid to the bank so depositing 
them, and If said bank shall retire said 
circulation or any portion thereof an 
amount of bonds or gold coin, or both, 
equal to 5 per cent of the notes so re- 
tired shall bo returned to said bank; 
provided, however, that If It should 
be necessary to sell said bonds for the 
purpose dcflned in this act, the Secre- Frank E. 
tary of the Tveasury Is hereby atith- sj>ouded. 
orlzcd to dispose of the same and use 
the proceeds in accordance with the 
provisions of law herein contained." 


Tax on Circulation. 


A tax of one-quarter of 1 cent Is to 


be p.ald on the first days of January 
and July of each year In gold on the nual me 
average amount of such notes in cir- and 24. 
cnlatlon during the 
preceding 
six 


months, which tax. together with tbc 
5 per cent deposited, shall constitute 
a guarantee fund. 
The bill provides 


that these notes shall be a'llon on the 
assets of the banks Issuing them. Pro- 
vision is made for the redemption of 
the notes. New York, Chicago and 
Cincinnati being named as the redemp- 
tion cities, and the protection of tho 
United States In case a bank falls.
